DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Examiner acknowledges the amended drawings to figures 1 and 3. Currently 
claims 4-6 are pending for examination. 

Specification/Priority 

It is noted that this application appears to claim subject matter disclosed in prior 
Application No. Republic of Korea 10-2003-006937, filed 10/06/2003. A reference to 
the prior application must be inserted as the first sentence(s) of the specification of this 
application or in an application data sheet (37 CFR 1.76), if applicant intends to rely on 
the filing date of the prior application under 35 U.S.C. 119(e), 120, 121, or 365(c). See 
37 CFR 1.78(a). For benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121, or 365(c), the reference 
must include the relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) of all 
nonprovisional applications. If the application is a utility or plant application filed under 
35 U.S.C. 1 1 1 (a) on or after November 29, 2000, the specific reference to the prior 
application must be submitted during the pendency of the application and within the 
later of four months from the actual filing date of the application or sixteen months from 
the filing date of the prior application.

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Specification 

The incorporation of essential material in the specification by reference (Korean 
Laid-Open Patent Publication No. 2001-0131116) to an unpublished U.S. application, 
foreign application or patent, or to a publication is improper. Applicant is required to 
amend the disclosure to include the material incorporated by reference, if the material is 
relied upon to overcome any objection, rejection, or other requirement imposed by the 
Office. The amendment must be accompanied by a statement executed by the 
applicant, or a practitioner representing the applicant, stating that the material being 
inserted is the material previously incorporated by reference and that the amendment 
contains no new matter. 37 CFR 1.57(f). 

Claim Objections 

Claim 6 is objected to because of the following informalities: The claim is drawn 
to a reinforcing plate formed "thereon" while newly submitted drawings clearly show the 
plate formed "therein" or inside to perform the function as stated by Applicant. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being anticipated by Kanai 
(6,31 2,41 1 ). Kanai discloses a fluid supplying apparatus. 
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Regarding claims 4-5, Kanai discloses a fluid supplying system with a secondary 
fluid supply assembly that contains (Figure 7) a case, medical fluid container, button 
body, and a medical container with an inlet and outlet (Figure 8). 

Regarding claim 6, Kanai discloses a fluid supplying system with an additional 
reinforcing plate under the button (56) for dispensing the fluid (Figure 9). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/17/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The Kanai (6,312,41 1) reference shows a button body that has a lower 
section that is reinforced with more material to that is capable of avoiding the button 
splaying as mention by Applicant to make sure all the tubing is pressed uniformly 
(Figure 9). In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
(i.e., the size and relative advantages, a single flow channel for correct discharge and 
storage of a liquid) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181. 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
